T«» lfwth#m New York Infliitu- 
tioo for the Deaf, located at Malone, 
wa« deetroyed by fire on the after- 
uoon of Saoday, April 2d, Fire 
drill naved all of the children, and 
Juat in the Dick of time, aA an ex 
ploaioD oecarred immediately after 
they bad been marched to safety. 
The loM it estimated at $135,000. 

We have l>een unable to aacer- 
lain how the fire originated, but the 
calamity it a great ooe to the Inatitu- 
rion officials and oar sympathy goes 
oat to them in this hoor of trial and 
anxiety. 

The State Armory i» being oaed 
aa a ahelter far more than half of 
the children, and the rent are toeing 
cared for in private hom^. The 
Malase Institation waa practicalt> 
a State School, aa all of the build- 
inga and property were obtained 
throogh apecial legislative appio- 
priatiooa. 

The founder of the Malone Invi- 
tation wan Mr. fienry C. Rider, an 
honor graduate of the New York 
loatitatioD and priase winner of 
the Claaa of 1S56. For many yeara 
he waa ita saperintendent, relin* 
qoiahing the office to hiaflon, Mr. 
Edward C. Ridei, a little over a 
decade ago. In the work of eatab- 
liahing the »cboal, the elder Rider 
wae greatly helped by the late Rev. 
Uf, Tbornaa Gallaadet — in fact, this 
aaikilaaoe waa eaeentiai to the 8ae< 
ceaa of the project 

The achool waa openecl in what 
waa oallad the '* Rooodfi Building,'' 
on Ihm lOtb of September, 18S4. 
The firac claae, of twelve paptia, 
waa taoght by Mr. £dward C. 
R#i4#r, aon of the founder and the 
present euperintendeot. In 1887 
tba lefielature granted a apecial 
appropriation of tiO,000 for a new 
building, and lat« 1S90, a 

farther nam of $20,000, which en 
abled the Board of Directors to 
oowplete the erection and forniflh- 
log of the building. In 18lrl an 
appropriation of $7,000 wan made 
for erecting a atructure for indoa- 
trial training. Siaee tbat time other 
apecial appropriAlkma have been 
aeeored, the lafeat being a grant ot 
ttO^QOO OBiy a few yeara ago. It 
will therefore be noted that the 
school has t>een speeUUy fortunate 
and extraordinarily aoeeeaafol in 
obtaining aaaiatance throogh the 
mediom of the State Treaanry. 
The deat root ion of the school, com- 
ing ao aoon after the diaaatroua 
eooflairrattoii at the State Capitol, 
;t ia feared that the effort to obtain 
Hiate fanda to rebuild will be very 
llffieult, indeed.

The Hartford Monument Dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. Aixabough : — 

Dear Mr. Hanson : — I will 
cheerfully retract all I have said 
about the Hartford Monument, since 
Mr Hodgson's editorial, Dr. Fox's 
discussion and Miss Atkinson's 
statement place the whole matter in 
a different light. I was speaking 
from a business point of view and 
also on the strength of Principal 
Job Williams' assurance that the 
monument is in no immediate danger 
of crumbling away. I was under 
the impression that it was the New 
England Gallaudet Association that 
raised the fund nearly sixty years 
ago, and, moreover, that the monu- 
ment was donated to the Hartford 
School. My idea was that if repairs 
were really necessary, the N. H. G. 
A. should take the initiative in 
case the Hartford authorities should 
decline to have anything to do with 
the matter, and then the National 
Association of the Deaf might well 
co-operate with it. I thought that 
there was no necessity for immediate 
action until the next administration, 
as suggested by Mr. Regnsburg's 
motion, so we might devote our at- 
tention to the Moving Picture Fund 
and the Endowment Fund, which 
require no little hustling. 

But I see by Miss Atkinson's let- 
ter that the monument, which is an 
eloquent token of gratitude to our 
first benefactor from the representa- 
tive deaf of the whole country, may 
fall down any time. It would be a 
great shame to neglect this me- 
morial, and a greater disgrace to the 
American deaf to let it remain in 
such a dilapidated condition on the 
occasion of the Centennial An- 
niversary of the founding of the 
dear old Hartford School, in 1917. 

So much for the sentimental side 
of it. 

I suggest that you publi.sh Miss 
Atkinson's paper that was presented 
for consideration at the Colorado 
Convention f*o that the American 
deaf in general may be correctly in- 
formed as to the true condition of 
the monument. [The letter was 
published in these columns December 
22, igio.— 7he Chairman.'] 

I heartily approve your suggestion 
that Gallaudet 's birthday, December 
loth, 1912, be set apart for raising 
the amount required for repairs. 1 
hope that Mr, Regensburg will with- 
draw his motion, so as to enable you 
as President of ther J^f. A. D. , to 
appointed a committee to take 
charge of this fund, under the au- 
thority and control of the Executive 
Committee. The N. Fl G A., along 
with all the other organized bodies of 
the deaf in the country, might well oe 
invited to co-operate. 

P. S. — Being informed by Dr. Fox 
that he has «€mt an amendment to 
Mr. Regensburg' s motion making 
Decern 1r>er 10, 191 2, a sort of Tag 
Day for the Gallaudet Monument, 
I herewith second the amendment.

A deaf, and nearly blind, man, 
giving as his name and address Geo. 
R. Sharp, of New York, is now at 
the State Alms House, Tewksbury, 
awaiting advice from New York 
authorities as to his disposition. 
He applied to Rev. Mr. Wyand for 
aid in such a manner as to arouse 
suspicion. Instead of financial help 
he was taken to a local wayfarer 
house, the head of which, after 
consultation with Mr. Wyand, and 
keeping the man over Sunday, sent 
him up state. His stories were very 
conflictng, he telling Mr. Wyand 
that footpads had beaten him over 
the liead four years ago causing 
deafness. On a page of a loose leaf 
notebook used in conversation, and 
which he continually spilt on the 
floor, was the statement that he 
served in the Simnish war on the 
Oregon and it was while in that 
capacity that he became deaf, a 
shell bursting in his face. This 
statement was supplemented with an 
appeal for fifty cents as a loan. He 
had a copy of the Journal and 
from it located Mr. Wyand. He 
claimed that he attended Rev. 
Chamberlain's church in New York 
and was well acquainted with him 
and Rev. Keiser. He said his 
mother and aunt lived in Somervillea 
suburb of Boston, but was unable to 
find them. Said he had been work- 
ing at his trade here, upholstering, 
till Monday night, when an auto hit 
him and left him unconscious. 
While in that state his money, 5, 
pay for last work, was stolen. He 
wanted to go to the hospital, but had 
no money. Experience made it 
clear that money was the last re- 
course so he was taken to Boston, 
and a cop refusing to believe him the 
minister directed him to the * 'Home.** 
On the way he said he came here and 
had l)een selling post cards, and that 
was a good business if he had fnnds 
to repleutish his stock. His being 
nearly sightless and his staggering 
walk, just as a person who becomes 
deaf walks saved him some argument. 
He is 35, so he says, has black hair 
and mustache, about 5 feet 4 inches 
tall and weighs about 140. Does the 
Editor know of him? [Yes; he is deaf 
and almost blind, and has been a 
beneficiary of the New York Church 
Mission for several years. He was 
put in a Home but would not stay. 
— Kd. Journal].

Saturday evening. The Professor 

was introiloced by Cadet Captain 

J. H. Quinn, the First Vice Presi- 
dent, ^»ut tbe intro^luction was 

merely a oaatter of form* Mr. Bjorlee 

being a very welt- known individual 

aboot Fanwood. 

The Professor, upon mounting 

tbe platform, said that agricuftnre, 

of ooorse, might seem a dry subject 

to most of those present, who had 

not gained a perfect conception of 

the advantai^es and interesting 

phases of farming, so be had chosen 

that subject in order to enlighten 

and to give a broader idea to those 

who may have eberisbed wrong 

idf^als. 
Farming, he said, required the 

same qualifications for success as 

any other trade. It has now been 

elevated from mere manual ]a^K>r to 

a science. In the oiden days, a 

pair of strong biceps and a little 

practical knowledge, were all that 

were required to be a tiller of the 

soil, and the returns from the hard- 

est of manual labor were not pro- 
portionate to the amount of energy 

expended. Now-a-days, tbe suc- 
cessful farmer does so with his 

head, machines doing most of the 

!>^ck-breaking part of the work, 

I. id the returns are enormous. 
The farmer of today does not 

follow the pUiw, he rides, driv- 
ing tbe horses, while the 

machine on which he sits breaks 

tbe gronnd, and does it far t>etter 
than by the old method. The same 

is true of harvesting grain. No 
longer is heard the song of the 
scythe, but now a combined cutter 
and binder does the work of a whole 
ganfe' of fiirm hands, and wlHi the 
lea^ liture of time. 

Iti^ -arue is true in ev^i y »/.iier 
department of agriculture. Po- 
t tt«H*s require no stooping, a me- 
cbanioal contrivance both digging, 
separating and putting them in 
sacks. Cotton soon wiil be no 
lonf^er picked by band, as Camp- 
belt's mechanical invention will 
•liminate human labor in that di- 
rection, 

Tbe Professor then gave a vivid 
picture of the rich man and the 
jKXjr farmer; the former pr^>sperous 
but roTitinaaily sick, discontented 
iraiicihle and unhappy, while tbe 
latter, knowing nothing of the cares 
of wealth, is healthy, satisfied, 
sunny and happy, Mr. Bjorlee then 
spoke of bow a certain lady helped 
her farmer husband along, and lat- 
ter gained great retorns, by starting 
in and developing a poultry in- 
dustry, as an attachment to the 
farm. So there was much to in- 
terest our young ladies in tbe Pro- 
fessor's lecture. 

A sign picture of tbe farm, past 
mod present, was then drawn by 
Mr. Bjorlee.

The new building will occupy a 
plot of grounil abi>ut forty-five feet 
along the fitreet from and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
HtorieH iu height, with a baaemeut, 
and will be uaed tor the Mocial, re- 
ligiuuH and i^iduMtrial needH of the 
d^af-muteh of New York. The 
aiHuunt required for ** The Gallau- 
del Memorial Pariah Building'* will 
iie about $ao,000, and the building
